S.R.O. 36 :—In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Dcfonce Science Service Rules, 1967, in so far as 
these relate to the grade of JSOs and the Department of 
Defence Production (Directorate of Production and Inspection 
(Naval)] (Group 'A’ and Group ‘B’ Technical Gazetted 
posts) Recruitment Rules, 1976, in so far as they relate to 
the post of Junior Technical Officers, except as respects things 
done or omitted to be deftte before such supersession, the 
President hereby makes the following rules regulating the 
method of recruitment to the post of Junior Scientific Officer 
in the Directorate General of Inspection, under the Ministry 
of Defence (Department of Defence Production), namely :— 

1. Short title and commencement—(i) These rules may 

be called the Directorate General of Inspection 
(DGI) Organisation (Junior ■Scientific Officer) 
Recruitment Rules, 1982. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay—The 
number of the said post, its classification and the scales of 
pay attached thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of 
the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age, limit, qualifications etc.— 
The method of recruitment to the said post, age limit, quali¬ 
fications and other matters connected therewith shall be as 
specified in columns 6 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Initial Constitution—(1) (a) (i) All Junior Scientific 

Officers in the Defence Science Service, Junior 
Technical Officers (Design) and Junior Technical 
Officers who are or were regularly appointed to 
the grade against the posts advertised by the 
Union Public Service Commission prior to the 
date of commencement of these rules and aie 
working in the Directorate General of Inspection 
Organisation, shall be deemed to have been ap¬ 
pointed as Junior Scientific Officers under these 
rules. 

(ii) All Junior Scientific Officers in the Defence 
Science Service, Junior Technical Officers (Design) 
and Junior Technical Officers who aie or were 
promoted to the grade on the basis of the recom¬ 
mendations made by the Departmental Promotion 
Committee prior to the date of commencement 
of these rules and are working in the Directorate 
General of Inspection Organisation shall be deemed 
to have been appointed to the post of Junior 
Scientific Officers in the Directorate General 
of Inspection Organisation under these rules. 

(b) Any Junior Scientific Officer in the Defence Science 
Service who is or was working on the date of com¬ 
mencement of these rules in any of the offices or 
establishment, under the Research and Development 
Organisation or the Directorate of Technical Deve¬ 
lopment and Production (Air) shall not be appointed 
to the post of Junior Scientific Officer in the Directo¬ 
rate General of Inspection unless he within three 
months from the date of publication of these rules 
opts for absorption as Junior Scientific Officer in the 
Directorate General of Inspection and is found fit 
for appointment thereto in the manner specified 
in sub-rule (2). 

(2) The suitability for appointment to the post of Junior 
Scientific Officer in DGI in the case of Defence Science Ser¬ 
vice Officers serving in Defence Research and Development 
Organisation and Directorate of Technical Development and 
Production (Air) who opt for Directorate General of Ins¬ 
pection shall be determined by a Screening Committee consti¬ 
tuted as under :— 

(a) Joint Secretary concerned in the 

Ministry of Defence Chairman 


(d) Technical Director concerned 6r in his 
absence an officer of appropriate status 
in the discipline concerned to be 
nominated by the Director General 
of Inspection Member 

Explanation : The absence of any member other than the 
Chairman shall not invalidate the proceedings of the 
Screening Committee. 

(3) (a) The Junior Scientific Officers who are found fit 

by the Screening Committee shall be appointed as 
Junior Scientific Officers in Directorate General of 
Inspection Organisation on regular basis from the 
date of commencement of these lules against the 
available vacancies in that grade and shall retain 
their inter-seniority as assigned to them in the 
Defence Science Service on that date. 

(b) Such of the Junior Scientific Officers who cannot 
be so absorbed for want of vacancies shall continue 
to serve with the Defence Research and Develop¬ 
ment Organisation or the Directorate of Technical 
Development and Production (Air) till such time 
as regular vacancies in the grade of Junior Scientific 
Officers become available in Directorate General 
of Inspection Organisation for their absorption and 
such officers shall be deemed to have been appointed 
at the initial constitution of the Cadre. 

Note : The regular continuous service of officers mentioned in 
sub-rules (1) and .(2) in their respective grades 
prior to their appointment to the Directorate General 
of Inspection Organisation shall count for the 
purposes of qualifying service for confirmation and 
pension. 

(4) Any officer referred to in Clause fa) of sub-rule (I) 
who does not desire to be absorbed as Junior Scientific Officer 
in Directorate General of Inspection Organisation under these 
rules, may continue to bold the rost held by -him and the 
post so held by him shall be deemed to have been excluded 
from the purview of these rules, so long as ho continues to 
hold it. 

Such oificer shall not be considered for any further promo¬ 
tion or confirmation in the Organisation. 

5. Further Recruitment—To the extent, the authorised 
regular strength of Junior Scientific Officers in the Directorate 
General of Inspection Organisation is not filled at the titne 
of initial constitution, it shall be filled in accordance with 
rule 3. 

6. Liability to serve any where in India or abroad.—Persons 
appointed in accordance with these niles shall be liable to—■ 

(a) serve anywhere in India or abroad; 

(b) field service (including service on land]travel by 
service aircraft or Naval ship etc.) in respect of 
investigation indigenisation and Quality Assurance 
work or such other work which may be approved 
by the Director General of Inspection; 

(c) undergo such training and be detailed on courses 
of instruction in India or abroad as the Director 
General of Inspection may decide from time to time. 
An officer detailed for training of courses, the 
duration of which is 6 months or more or an officer 
detailed for training outside India or with private 
firms or factories in Tndia, irrespective o[ the de¬ 
ration of the training, will be liable to refund in full 
the cost of training if, for any reason, during the 
training or within a period of 3 years after comple¬ 
tion of such training, he chooses to discontinue to 
be in sendee. 

7. Disqualification : No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contacted a marrige with a 
person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 
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shall be eligible for appointment to the said post ; 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and 
that there are other grounds for so doing exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

8. Power to relax—Where the Central Government Is of 
opini n that it is necessary or expedient so to do,, it may, by 


order, for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in consulation 
with the UPSC relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

9. Saving- —Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age-Jimit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Centra] Government fiom time to 
time in this regard.
